An increase of nearly $100,000,000 In 
real estate valuations in three of the 
large city districts,.as made public 
in 1923 figures of the board of asses- 
sors yesterday, indicate that if other 
districts, ads yet incomplete, are cor 
respondingly increased, the entire real 
estate valuation of Cook county will 
be boosted around $500,000,000 over the 
total valuation in 1922. 

Real estate in the three districts 
Rogers Park, Hyde Park, and the town 
of Lake— Which contains thé stock 
yards and Englewood distriets is val- 
wed at neatly one-fifth the entire val- 
uation of Cook county. It is located 
both on the north and south sides of 
Chicago, and this leads to the belief 
that other property will meet the same 
average increase. 

Nears Mayor’s Figures. 

The probabie increase of $500,000,000 
‘comes within $150,600,000 of the §650,- 
900,000 increase which Mayor Dever, 
when he opened his crusade for équit- 
able taxation,” considered would Be a 
proper amount, considering, as he said, 
the need of the city for revenue and 
the gross undervaluation of real estate 
in the county. 

The figures will be reduced by the 
board of review. in the opinion of mem- 
bers of that body.

Thus the. assessors’ figure for 1923 
exceeds that of 1922 by $99,355,600, or 
18 per cent. This average, used on the 
total valuation of the reviewers in 
1922, which was $2,553,303,886, would 
bring a total increase of $459,594,699.
